GHtCKEMN ESCAPES 


GERMAN CAPTORS BY 


JUMPING FROM TURIN 


H 
London. Nov. 29.— Lieutenant Pat 
riclc O’Brien of Momence, 111., south 
o f Chicago, the first American mem 
her of the British flying corps to es­ 
cape from Germany, ha* arrived in 
London. O’Brien eluded his captors by 
lim p in g from the window of a speed 
ing train. He then became a fugitive 
for seventy-tw o days and as his goai 
uvas within sight, narrowly escaped 
electrocution 
from 
the 
charged 
wires along the Holland frontier. 
O'Brien, who is a sturdy 
young 
man of tw enty-seven, was flying in 
the American aviation squadron at 
Rgn Diego, Cai.. when l^e went to Vic­ 
toria. B. C., and obtained a commis­ 
sion in the Canadian army. Going to 
France the next year he distinguish­ 
ed himself by his great daring over 
the German lines. On August 19. dur­ 
ing a battle in which he was 
shot 
through the upper lip j O’pjpieu 
fell 
with his damaged airplane from 
a 
height of 8000 feet. Qfilrien says he 
cannot explain why he was not kill­ 
ed. When he regained consciousness 
he was in a German hospital. 
Later the lleutenaht s&ient three 
weeks at a prison camp at Courtrat 
before he w*as started for the inter- 
*^ior of Germany. 
Thefe were 
three 
other prisoners under a strong guard 
in hia compartment when O'Brien, as 
a ruse had the 
w i n ^ ^ r opened by 
complaining of the smoke. 
The train was sixty miles inside 
of Germany and traveling at thirty 
miles an hour. But O’Brien fleddeo 
to take a desperate chance. He jump- 
/ ed from the train, 
skinning 
the 
w hole side of his facgTreopening (lie 
wound in his lip and lmijig conscious­ 
ness. It was about *}* o’clock in the 
morning and the darkness shielded 
him. When he recovem l he^ was lying 
> 
In a field. 
Then for 
seventy-tw o days 
he 
w as a fugitive, traveling 
only 
at 
night. He trudged 
through 
fields 
and swam rivers an c^^oala. in Ger­ 
many, Luxemburg: and B elgium be­ 
fore h e reached th e-D u tch frontier. 
At the time of 
his flight he had 
a 
piece of sausage on which he sub­ 
sisted for several days, after which 
bis sole sustenance consisted of tur­ 
nips and other vegetables found 
in 
fields. 
O’Brieh did not know tne CTerman 
language but be used a little French 
on a kindly Belgian w ho was so happy 
to meet an American in British u n i­ 
form that he sheltered him for sev­ 
eral days. 
The Belgian then 
gave 
him old clothes to cover his uniform 
and directed 
him to 
the 
nearesv 
route to the frontier. O’Brien swam 
th e river Meuse near Namur and the 
next day was challenged by German 
sentries who decided he was a peas­ 
ant. 
But his narrowest escape was re­ 
served for his last day as a fugitive 
When he could see Dutch territory. 
To circum vent 
the charged 
wires 
O’Brien built a bridge in a 
nearby 
wood and threw' it across the wires 
but it broke under his w eight 
and 
O’Brien received a shock which he 
»ays he can still feel. When he re­ 
covered he dug with his bare hands 
a tunnel under the wire and although 
it was slow progress, after 
several 
hours he had a hole big enough to 
crawl through which he did unob­ 
served. He then hunted up a British 
consul and arranged for transporta­ 
tion to London.
